He said it was ridiculous that the committee 
should take the votes of two separate sets of 
Clark delegates, add them together, and thus 
claim a majority for one set of the Clark del- 
egates. The na tional committee, he said, had 
thrown out the Clark claims with scant con- 
sideration, and he hoped the convention 
would do likewise. 


Plea fer Majority Report. 

William A: McCorkle of West Virginia sup- 
ported. the majority report. He argued that 
the Wilson-Bryan-Clark ticket had been 
publicly pledged to Champ Clark. When the 
third ticket, the second Clark set of dele- 
gates, was placed in the field McCorkle said 
the Clark people endeavored to have it with- 
drawn and the vote concentrated upon the 
second ticket.

“The magnitude of the problem is such 
that k stands in a class by itself and calls 
for prompt. separate, independent action on 
the part of congress, and the Democratic

Woman Suffrage Ignored. 

Woman suffrage was not included in the 
@raft of the platform aa written by Col. 
Bryan and Senator O’Gorman, nor was it 
demanded when the document was read to 
the subcommittee. 

While the subcommittee was in Session 
Dr. Anna Howard Shaw of New York. pres- 
ent of the Nationa! American Woman Suf- 
frage association, and Mrs. Lawrence Lewis 
Jr., treasurer of the Equal Franchise society 
of Philadelphia called and asked to be heard. 
They were given five I 

Dr. Shaw presented a résolution which 
she asked the committee to offer in the con- 
vention. Senator Kern, chairman of the 
committee, granted the audience, but not 
even Col. Bryan gave the suffrage leaders 
any encouragement. 

Word came from the committee room by 
both progressives and conservatives that har- 
mony had prevailed throughout the confer-

Virginia Machine Gives Away a 
Delegate to Land Him. 


KEEPS IDENTITY A SECRET. 


Progressives Unaware Financier Was 
Man When They Entered Deal.

Baltimore, Md., June 27—[Spéecial.)—Thom- 
as Fortune Ryan of Wall street ‘gained a 
seat in this Democratic national convention 
by subterfuge and trickery. The story of 
how he did it has never heretofore been told. 

Ryan ie here as a delegate from the Tenth 
district ‘of Virginia, represented in the house 
of representatives by Flood. Fiood is the 
machine leader in the district, and the direct- 
ing force in the machine is Senator Martin. 

The fight for delegates in the Tenth dis- 
trict was between the machine and anti-ma- 
chine forces, the latter led by Henry, St. 
George Tucker, one of the most public spir- 
ited men in the state of Virginia. The ma- 
chine was for Clark. The forces. under Tuck- 
er were fighting to elect pr ogresely. e delegates 


‘who would vote for Woodrow Wilson. 


As has happened in every-district througb- 
out the Unitéd States where there are no di- 
rect primaries, the machine won. The Flood 
forces in the district convention claimed a 
majority of sixteen. The Tucker men ad- 
mitted that the convention was against them 
by a majority of at least six. 


Play Trick on Progressives. 

At this state of the proceedings it was pos- 
sible for the Flood men to nominate and elect 
two Clark delegates. Instead of doing this, 
to the amazement of the progressives, they 
proposed that all fighting in the convention 
should cease. 

A conference of the leaders oh both sides 
was held, and the Flood men proposed to 
Tucker and his followers that they should 
name one delegate and the Flood men the 
other and that the two selected in this man- 
ner should be elected unanimously by the 
entire convention. 

In this conference the Flood men were care- 
ful to refrain from mentioning the name of 
their man. 

The proposition was, of course, accepted by 
the progressives. It gave them a delegate 
they would otherwise have been unable to 
get, and in addition it looked as if the organ- 
ization, for the sake of harmony, was treat- 
ing them with great fairness and considera- 
tion. 

Announcement of the agreement was made 


to the convention, so that the understanding 
might be absolute on both sides that there 
should be no contest whatever. 

The Tucker progressives named one of 
their own number, who has voted throughout 
this convention for every progressive prop- 
osition and for Wilson. The machine men 
announced their selection as Mr. Ryan.“ 

The convention was not even informed as to 
the Mr. Ryan meant. The delegates, as 
a fact, suspected they were voting fof 
Thomas 8. Ryan, a son of the Wall street 
manipulator. The younger Ryan was in the 
convention. The elder Ryan was neither in 
the convention nor in the minds of thé dele- 
gates. N 5 

Not until after the convention had been 
adjourned and Thomas F. Ryon had been, 
in this manner, unanimously chosen a dele- 
gate, was his identity positively disclosed. 

Senator Martin has been blamed in Vir- 
ginia for the perpéfration of this trick. He 
has denied any responsibility for it. Many 
of the organization delegates have declared 
they would not have voted tor Mr. Ryan had 
he been openly proposed to the convention: 


Needed Ryan’s Supposed Strength. 

In order to get Ryan’ into the convention 
in this manner, the ongapization surrendered 
a delegate to the progressives, obviously be- 
lieving Ryan 8 presence in the national con- 
vention, toget 
the great Gofibiheation: of Wall street, Would 
de more ifivental in bringing about the 
nominatfon of Champ Clark or some other 
speciab privilege tandMatethan would a con- 
siderable number of ordinary delégates. 

The presence of Ryan in this cohven- 
tion hab been a scandal. He has been the 
l figure in the background, and has been 
credited: with manipulating the Murphy ma- 
chine. He has been discreetly quiet, sojourn~ 
ing at the Maryland club. 

It is not possible to question the assertion 
that Mr. Ryan himself demanded that he be 
elected, and that the special privilege or- 
ganization in the state of Virginia controlled 
by Senator Martin, devised the only scheme 
by which the job could be put across. 


Ryan’s Presence Embarrassing. 

Mr. Ryan's presence in the convention has 
been a source of embarrasement to the Clark 
men and even to Tammany. No one, how- 
ever, has had the courage to suggest that 
he should withdraw. 

It is not 860 clear that he has weakéned 
the cause of special privilege by directing its 
forces in person. The only effect clearly 
shown is that he has made it obvious to the 
whole country that the forces operating un- 
der his direction are operating for Wall 
street, and that their. democracy and pro- 
claimed interest in the public welfare is s 
blind. 

This is the view of the anti-machine Dem- 
ocrats who on the opening day of the con- 
vention awoke to the conditions, when Alton 
B. Parker was put over for temporary 
chairman.

The Wilson delegates had a plurality at 
the primaries; this was net ‘denied, but the 
Clark delegates claimed the richt to repre 
sent the state on the ground that there were 
two Clark tickets and that the combined 
vote for these tickete exceeded b. vets for 
the Wilson ticket. 


Heading of Ticket. 

The trouble was that one of t Clark 
tickets was headed Bryan, Wilson, Clark.“ 
and it was impossible, therefore, to determine 
how many of the votes cast were really cast 
for Clark and how many were influenced by 
the fact that Wilson's name was combined 
with Clark’s. 

At least this was the argument of the Wil- 
son men to the claim presented by the Clark 
men. When the roll was called the Wilson 
delegation had a considerable majority in 
its fa vor. . 

During ‘the progress ot the debate there 
were Gemonstretione Great for Clark and then 
for Wilson. 

At the evening session I introduced the 
following resolution: 

* Resolved, That in this crisis in shrbecty’e 
career and in our country’s history this con- 
&ention sends greeting to the people of the 
United States and agsures them that the 
party of Jefferson and of Jackson is still the 
champion of popular government and equal- 
ity before the law. As proof of our fidelity 
to the people we hereby declare ourselves 
opposed to the nomination of any candidate 
for president who is the representative of or 
under any obligation to J. Plerpont Morgan, 
Thomas F. Ryan, August Belmont, or any 
other member of the privileged hunting and 
favor seeking class.“ 


Had Second Resolution. 

As introduced, the resolution contained an- 
other paragraph, or rather a second resolu- 
tion, as follows: 

Boe it further, Resolved, that we demand 
the withdrawal from thie convention of any 
delegate or delegates constituting or repre- 
senting the above named interests.“ 

The second resolution was attacked more 
fiercely than the first on the ground that each 
state had a right to send as its delegates 
whom it pleased and that to demand the 
withdrawal of a delegate would be an in- 
fringement upon the right of the state. 

Seeing that this second resolution would be 
made an excuse by those who did not want 
to vote for the first resolution, I withdrew 
it before the vote was taken. Then, too, 
the objection was urged by some with per- 
fect sincerity, and I did not care to put them 
in a position where their reason for voting 
no would become a matter of discussion. 
In a short speech supporting the first or 
main resolution I called attention to the 
extraordinary situation and the menace of 
these influences to our partys success, insist- 
ing that we must convince the country that 
our candidate was free from alliance with 
the predatory interests. 


Quotes from Bible. 


To the suggestion that such a resolution 
disturbed the harmony of the party and en- 
dangered our candidate I replied witha Bible 
quotation, “If thy right hand offend thee, 
cut it off, and contended that the same prin- 
ciple that would lead one to cut off his hand 
to save his body should lead us to free the 
Democratic party from the influences of 
these men and those associated with them in 
schemes of exploitation. 

I first asked unanimous consent for the im- 
mediate consideration of the resolution. 

When objection was made I moved to sus- 
pend the rules and proceed to the considera- 
tion of the motion. 

The motion to suspend the rules requires 
a two-thirds vote for its adoption, and I was 
afraid that I could not secure a two-thirds 
vote, but as a majority vote would answer the 
same purpose-—that is, it would become the 
sense of the convention—I thought it would 
make no difference whether it received two- 
thirds or not, and even if it failed to receive 
a majority it gave a chance to put the dele- 
gates on record on the proposition. 


Effect of Vote. 
The adoption of the resolution by a vote of 
880 to 196 eliminates all the reactionaries and 
narrows the contest down to those about 


If the convention puts up a progressive 
platform and our condidate secures such @ 
reorganization of the national committee as 
to make that organization worthy of the 
confidence of the country We can enter upon 
a winning campaign. 

The nominations are now being made toa 
crowded house and the names of those pre- 
sented are being cheered by their partisans. 

It is impossible to make any ferecest as 
to the result. It seems unlikely that a nom- 
ination can be made on the first ballot, and 
ag no one can tell how long instructed dele- 
gates will regard their instructions as bind- 
ing or what they will do when they are free 
to vote as they please, a guess upon the situ- 
ation is hazardous. 

One thing is certain—the convention is 
more entertaining than was expected. The 
feeling ld not as tense as it was at Chicago 
and the delegates and visitors seem to be 
enjoying themselves, I cannot sey go much 
for the dominant element in the national 


committee.

These twenty minute spells of emotional 
insanity don’t seem to jar me as they used 
to. A good many years ago I would jump 
up on my chair and look out all over the vast 
expanse of cyclonic disturbance and feel 
repaid for coming because I thought I was 
helping to make history.

Good news! The Washington — 
sleeping in the hallway brings in word that 
Ollie James has made ‘his speech and tonight 
we will start on the grand interstate lung 
contest. The high private will get a chance 
to participate. 

Let me tell you about the high private. 
As I wrote you once before. going to a con- 
vention consiste largely of being pushed off 
the sidewalk. Ninety-nine percent of those 
present are simply standing around to get ip 
the way of the 1 per cent that is framing up 
the bill of fare and really directing the 
whole entertainment. We of the 99 per cent 
think we have something to do with the de- 
velopments because we spout around the 
hotels and tell the eminent speakers in the 
convention to shut up and sit down, but I 
guess the combined fice we cut this week 
wouldn’t make a large cake. It would be 
more on the order of cracked ice.

You take some fellow who is a big trout 
in his native brook; me. for instance. When 
he boards the accommodation train with no 
credentials except his vecal chords and 
enough money saved up to buy an acre of 
good land, he looks pretty important to the 
small boys down to see the train go through.

THE PENDULUM SWINGS om 
When Chief Ju tice Marshall evolved 
our courts of last resort the power to annul 
legislation as inconsistent with constitutions 
It was recognized by courts that the power 
was one which should be used with care. 
The rule was early established, and never in 
theory has been changed, that legislation 
should be annulled only when it is plainly 
in contravention of the fundamental law 
and that in construction all doubts should 
be resolved in favor of the act under con- 

sideration. 

For many years this wise attitude was 
maintained by the courts. But during the 
iast generation a change in actual practice 
came about. Courts became more and more 
ready to hold laws invalid, and to do so by 
bare majorities. If a court is sharply di- 
vided it can hardly be claimed that the case 
against the law is plain or that all doubts 
havé been resolved in its favor. 

The decisions which were most conspicu- 
eus and caused the greatest protest annulled 
legislation intended to better the condition 
of laboring men and women as to their 
health and conditions of work, and did so 
in many cases on the ground of protecting 
their liberty. The statutes were based on 
the police power and upon the legislature's 
theory of public policy. But the courts re- 
fused to hold that the police power was 
broad enough to include these regulatory 
acts as legitimate exercises of the police 
power, and in some cases even frankly chal- 
lenged their policy—the function of the legis- 
lator, not the judge. 

The protest against the decisions grew 
steadily in depth and breadth, including not 
enly the class immediately affected and s0- 
cial workers, but also constitutional stu- 
dents. Beginning as mere protest, it has 
developed radical plans for reform. But 
the courts themselves are now swinging 
back to their earlier and sounder principles, 
one of the best examples being given bya 
recent decision of the Supreme court of 
Washington in upholding an eight hour law 
for women.

‘THE ALCOHOL HABIT. 

HE alcohol habit is. much more ap- 
pen ling than the other habits con- 
sidered during this week. It nar- 
cotizes certain adverse impulses, 
puts bogies fo sleep, and infuses 

“Dutch courage.’ ere are certain 
mental attitudes and certain types of mind 
that are harmonized into greater effective- 
ness by it. 

While I cannot see why cocaine should 
tempt any one, I can understand why 
even a fairly smart man could be lured 
into the marsh” by alcohol. It is much 
easier to escape its clutches than it is to 
get loose after opium has you, while the 
cocaine grip is practically unbreakable. 
This point is no mean factor, as a large 
part of the “ addicts” genuinely feel that 
they can break away when they get ready. 
Some of them do. Most of them could, 
but they never get ready. Some of them 
suffer from an egomania due to alcohol- 
ism. Their drink makes them weak minded, 
and, at the same time, gives them an exag- 
gera ted idea of their power over themselves. 


— 

A man with the alcohol habit is a sick 
man, however much hé may think to the 
contrary. He is mentally sick. He may 
have inherited a mental makeup which 
makes it strongly probable that he will be 
a drunkard, or it may be the fault of bad 
social training. Usually, however, the dis- 
ease develops as the result of what it 
feeds on. The man’s mentality becomes 
er through chronic alcohol poison- 
ng. 

Alcohol has fuel value, but no food 
value. Its poisonous qualities overshadow 
its fuel value. It has no toxin neutraliz- 
ing power. It is no longer used by well 
informed people for snake bite, or consump- 
tion, or blood poisoning. Where it is a 
question of keeping a person alive for, say 
four hours, in some crisis-disease, its use 
may be justified, but to keep a patient 
upon it for days or perhaps weeks in 
typhoid or pneumonia is unwise. Even as 
a stimulant, aromatic spirits of ammonia 1s 
better. 


— 


There is mighty little, if there is any, 
place for alcohol in medicine. But alcohol 
as a medicine is not an important source 
of drunkenness. Drunkards are made by 
the drink which is taken because it makes 
one feel good. 

The harm of addiction to headache péw- 
ders is pretty nearly limited to the ha- 
bitué. Alcoho] is different. A pebble 
dropped into the water causes a ripple 
that affects the entire mass. The alcohol 
habit ripples out, affects the family, and 
then society. The crimes of alcoholics are 
crimes against society. The drug end of 
cures does not amount to a row of pins. 
Just as whisky affects the mind of the 
drunkard and the lives of those around, 
the cure of the habit is mental and social. 
The drug end of “jag” cures is a minor 
detail. The items which count are sug- 
gestion and mental training followed by 
proper, continuous, and sustained social 
help.

ANSWER TO ONE CRITIC. 

B. R. E. writes: Just a line to offer a 
slight criticism of certain articles published. 
I have reference mainly td your diagnoses 
of ‘tuberculosis.’ Your statements should 
only be read by physicians, for the layman 
is apt to imagine that he is surely afflicted 
with the disease described, as he undoubted- 
ly has many of the symptoms you mention. 
In my own case I was frightened beyond 
measure, and found surcease from my wor- 
ries only after consulting my physician in 
Chicago and a specialist in Los Angeles. I 
had a comparatively slow pulse in the morn- 
ing, which became fasterat night. Further- 
more, my temperature was always subnor- 
mal mornings, and usually above 90 at night. 
You never mentioned the fact that certain 
persons, (neurasthenics, nervous people, or 
those slightly run down) might run a little 
temperature, or have a pulse that was not 
quite normal, and still not havea trace of tu- 
berculosis. Why do you give every one who 
is a few pounds under weight, or who some- 
times sweats at night (as even reasonably 
normal, persons do) the impression that he 
has consumption? Several very reputable 
physicians in Chicago and elsewhere, who 
have known me and my family for years, 
laughed when I told them my fears, and 
made sputum and skin tests just to convince 
me, and found absolutely no signs of tuber- 
culois. Yet, according to you, I had every 
symptom of the disease, for I even coughed 
considerably, which was the result of a se- 
vere bronchitis I had had early in the win- 
ter. 

REPLY. 

Some people are harmed by bdbelng unnecessarily 
alarmed about consumption, but more are harmed 
by not being alert enough. The number who lose 
out through allowin gthemselves to drift into an 
advanced stage of the disease, is at least twenty 
times as great as those who are unduly agitated. 
One of the functions of thie column is to interest 
and arouse those who are just letting things drift. 
When we print symptoms of consumption, it is for 
the purpose of causing those having the symptoms 
to get a diagnosis. The man who tries to make his 
own diagnosis on them is pretty certain to get inte 
trouble. The man having the symptoms described 
and who is stimulated by reading them to have a 
diagnosis is wise, and just as wise when he has no 
consumption ag when he has. You see you were 
wise when you thought you were in a funk.“ 
Now settle down and forget your troubles.

Begin swimming and the bending exercise mildly 
and gradually increase them. Violent strain 16 
liable to cause the weak places to give On 
the other hand, if fiabby muscles do not do their 
part of the holding up, the weak places are threat- 
ened. The policy of gradually and slowly build- 
ing up tone in the abdominal muscles incidentally 
strengthens the weak place.

Monsignor Merry del Val alone had th- 
courage and independence while in charge 
of Alfonso’s e@ucation, to warn the queen 
regent and other members of the reigning 
house that the people did not seem to think 
much of 60 young à ruler, and that unless 
he became at once popular he would lose his 
crown. He urged that when the lad ap- 
péared in public he should have officers, not 
priests or women, at his side, excepting only 
his mother. 

Queen Maria Christina accepted this wise 
advice, and as soon as possible, although 
at the cost of a terrible heart pang, excluded 
even herself from the boy's daily outing, and 
sent him out driving with military members 
of her household, instead of accompanying 
him as she was wont to db. 

Merry del Val aleo induced the queen to 
allow Alfonso to show himself in pubMe on

While serving 
as @ reporter on some of the “ boubevard ” 
papers in Paria, Frisch managed to attract 
the notice and then to win the hand and for- 
tune of one of the heiresses of the great 
sugar refiner Lebaudy, sister of the late Max 
Lebaudy (popularly known as le petit 
eucrier’’) and of that eccentric individual 
who now makes hie home in New York, 
Jacques Lebaudy, the self-styled ‘“‘ emperor 
of the Sahara.” 

Soon after marrying Mile. Lebaudy, Frisch 
obtained the title of Count Friech de Fels 
from the vatican. A number of years later 
the count, who, though Alsatian, had always 
claimed to hail from Marseilles, purchased 
in Luxemburg an estate and an old ruined } 
chateau called Fels, which, according to an- 
clent tradition, was once owned by a duke.

He had the chateau restored, talked) about 
it as his ancestra) home, and carried impu- 
dence so far as to tell his guésts when show- 
ing) them over the place, Tou cannot con- 
ceive my emotion when I for the first time re- 
entered this former home of my family, 
which it had quitted 900 years ago 

He even dared to assume for a time the title 
of Duke of Fels, this time quite without papal 
authority, but was quietly advised by his 
friends to Srop it when he sought to attach 
himeelf to the royalist party by means of 
lavish subscriptions to the so-called “ cam- 
paign fund.” 

He remains Count Frisch de Fels, however, 
by virtue of his papal patent, dated 1877.

Mr. Edelstein told of mysterious visits of 
representatives of the Keystone compens to 
the customers of the INinois Watch com- 
pany. He said thése men. threatened to 
discontinue selling the merchants any Key- 
stone procucts unless they ceased dealing 
with the Elgin concern. These vigite, the 
witness ‘@aid, took place in 1904 and 1805. 

Mr. Edelstein said the sales of his com- 
pany suffered becauee of the threats, and 

that many jobbers who hed fer years been 
customers of the Iillincis Watch company 
ceased to purchase goode from them. 

H. E. Jones, Chicago sales agent of the 
Wadeworth Watch Case company, told of 
similar visits to customers. and declared 
jobbers and were so impressed by 
the threats of the trust that a month 
later he had lost sil except one of bis regular 
customers. 

Says Customers Were Frightened. 

A. F.. Gubbins, sales agent of the North 
American Watch company of Dayton, O., 
said he had lost his customers in Chicago 
by similar tactics of the Keystone compeny's 
representatives. He declared that the head 
of one Chicago jewelry firm told him: ~ 

“We cannot serve two masters’ and ‘we 
must stick to the stronger.“

TEN IN SOLITARY 


AS WOMAN SLAYER : 


Former Lieutenant in Italian 
Army. Sentenced for 
Killing Princess. 


MEANS DEATH OR MADNESS 


Regicide Lost His Reason After 
Being Locked Up for a 
Few Years. 


lor CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

ROME, June 27.—Baron Lieut. Vincenze 
Paterno, who stabbed and killed Princess 
Trigena, a lady in waiting to the queen, was 
today found guilty of premeditated murder, 
but with extenuating,circumstancesa. The 
was not allowed. 

The baron was sentenced to imprisonment 
for life, which ts to be preceded by ten years 
at solitary confinement. 

The judge having summed up in an hour the 
jury retired at 8:30. The doors of the court 
were then opened, the trial hitherto having 
been held in camera. 

Even the aged parents of the baron, who 
came especially to the court, were refused ad- 
mittance. A large crowd, including many 


women, waited outside for a long time to see 


the weeping prisoner. 


Attired in Black. 

The baron was dressed in black even to his 
shirt. A limited number of the curious, most 
of whom were women were admitted, and the 
police held up the rest. The jury returned in 
an hour with the verdict of guilty. 

Lieut. Paterno heard the verdict with bowed 
head and did not weep, as he has frequently 
done during the trial. He simply seemed to 
be dazed. When sentence was ponounced 
the baron was apparently on the verge of col- 
lapse. 

The doctor, who accompanied him to the 
cage in which he had been confined found 
that his pulse had almost ceased. He hur- 
ried: the prisoner out of the court and had 
him immediately removed by a back door 
unseen by the crowd and taken to the prison, 
where he remains in a peculiar attitude. He 
is listless, does not shed any tears and re- 
fuses to talk. 

Muttering of Prisoner. 

Once during the evening he muttered Julia 
lo now revenged.”’ 

The sentence hes created an enormous im- 
pression, and is regarded as of almost unpre- 
cedented severity. Extenuating circum- 
stances have hitherto invariably been al- 
lowed in so-called crimes of passion Be- 
sides that, solitary confinement in an Italian 
prison means physically a lingering death 
unless it induces suicide. No man could 
stand ten years of it. 

Bresci, who killed King Humbert, got that 
solitary confinement treatment and went 
orasy in a few years.

Mr. Croly’s Life of 


Senator Hanna. 


BY HERBERT CAXTON. 
R. HERBERT CROLY, the author of 
“The Promise of American Life,” 
has made an interesting contribution 
to American biography and political 
history in a life of the late Senator 
Mark Hanna, before he died, Feb. 15, 1904, 
the most formidable leader in the Republican 
party, and one of the most interesting and 
characteristic Ggures in our national his- 
tory. 
“Like all strong and capable men who 
fight hard for their own politica] purposes 
and opinions,” writes Mr. Croly, Mr. 
Hanna made many friends and many ene- 
mies. He was loved and trusted by his 
friends as have been very few American 
litical leaders. He was abused and dis- 
‘trusted by his enemies with no less ardor. 
At the outset of his public career the vary- 
ing estimates of him as a man were deter- 
mined chiefly by the judgments passed upon 
his political purposes and methods. For 
years he could not obtain an unprejudiced 


hearing, unless it were from his political 


allles. He was denounced as the living em- 
bodiment of a greedy, brutalized, and re- 
morseless plutocracy; and this denunciation 
infected the opinion of many members of his 
own party who had no knowledge of the man. 
Gradually, however, the public estimate of 
him improved. As his personality became 
better known and as his political opinions 
became more fully expressed, the popular 
Character of Mark Hanna began to fade 
from the public mind. The fair dealing char- 
acteristic of his own attitude towards other 
men aroused a corresponding attitude to- 
wards him on the part of a large part of 
the public. The man himself began to 
obtain tributes of personal appreciation even 
from his enemies.“ 


Since his death, these personal factors in 


Public judgment have tended naturally to 
fade, and once more he is “ becoming a 
legendary apotheosis of property in its an- 
tagonism to humanity.” Mr. Croly's at- 
tempt is fairly to bring the real Mark Hanna 
back to life. He cannot be converted into 
a symbol, declares his biographer, without 
essential distortion. ‘‘ He was formed under 
the same influences as hundreds of other 
men in the middle west who combined a busi- 
ness with a political career. He was the 
same kind of a man as the rest of them, 
but he was more of a man. The man did 
not impose himself on his surroundings or 
misrepresent them. His opinions were the 
reflection of his experience. His system 
was the outcome of his life. The system 
was, to be sure, largely preoccupied with 
the purpose of protecting property and pro- 
moting its increase—as have been all politi- 
cal systems since the dawn of civilization. 
But. he did not conceive property apart from 
humanity. He conceived it in a certain 
traditional relation to humanity, and he re- 
garded the rights of property not as sepa- 
rate from human rights but simply as one 
class of human rights—which they are.“ 

His system,“ adds Mr. Croly, deserves 
to be considered not as incarnate plutocracy 
but, as the product of those conditions from 
which Mark Hanna derived it—that is, from 
the actual political and economic tradition 
and practice of the American middle west.”

Restaurant Tea Biscuits. 
BY ‘JANE EDDINGTON. 


DAINTY pan of symmetritally shaped 


biscuits 4 rather an exception in most 
homes, whereas the contrary is true in 
any places where men do the cnok- 
ing. I have never seen so handsome a 
pan ef biscuits as ih the tiny kitchen ot 
gining car. :

Tea Biscuits. — The ordinary formula for tea 
tiscuits is two cups of flour, one teaspoon of 
shurtening, one-half a teaspoon of salt. milk 
enough to make as soft a dough as can be han- 
died, about two-thirds of a cup, and the requl- 
site amount of baking powder, two to tour 
even teaspoons, or one teaspoon of cream of 
tartar and half a teaspoon of soda. If sweet 
or sour cream instead pf milk is used, no otner 
shortening iz necessary, and a delicious bis- 
cult is assured if rightly handled. 

A famous Boston restaurant distributes a 
little book on Biscuits and Cakes,” with the 
legend on the cover, “Success assured,” which 
says under the head of tea biscuits: 

“Next to the lightness of the hiscuit, roth- 
ing contributes more towards perfection thar 
regular formation. We will give three meth- 
ods, with suggestions of the advantages of 
each, 1. The best formed biscuits are made 
by rolling out the dough and cutting with a 
cutter. It also requires the most work, the 
board, rolling pin, and cutter having to be 
eared for. The scraps never make so good 
biscuit after the repeated rollings. 2. Another 
method, involving less work and leaving 10 
scraps, is to mold the dough into rectangu- 
lar form, and cut into even cross sections with 
a knife. By careful packing in the akin 
pan diagonally, the biscuits will all be ligh 
and even in size. 3. The method which re- 
quirés the least work and which with practice 
gives excellent results, is the mixing ot the 
dough well in a small bowl and then, with a 
small dish of flour at hand, keeping the hands 
well floured to prevent the dough from stick- 
ing, forming the biscuits quickly into even 
sizes with a folding under movement so that 
the tops will be smooth.” 
ae — 

Another method recommended by this littie 
book is as follows: “Roll out one-half inch 
in thickness. Cut into little biscuits about 
the size of a half dollar. Place on a baking 
Sheet in groups of four. Place the four little 
biscdits so they will touch and when baked 
they will stick together. When baked brush 
the tops with a little butter, and serve in groups 
of fours. These are a dainty conceit for a 
luncheon or tea.” 

In this book are also some shortcake points 
—for shortcakés made with various fruits be- 
sides the strawberry, for raspberries, black- 
berriés, sliced peaches, bananas, aa, when 
fresh fruits are not in season, canned peaches 
or apricots—all considered delicious fillings for 
shortcake. 

“Real Shortcake.—The genuine old fashioned 

shortcake of t New England housewifé is 
like bistult' dough only with more Shortening 
in it. It should be taken from the oven when 
well baked. and browned, yet tender and risp. 
Ny using newly made, unsalted butter or or- 
dinary butter with the salt washed out in tee 
water and adding a little salt to the flour, you 
‘will have a most delicate, tender shortcake 
or ple curst.
